Brtzil ia entering into an active-alliance with the United State* 
for the preservation of natioiinl honor and AU-Aiucricaii dfiiiocnicy. 

Hriizil's courageous policy, added to that of Cuba and some ol 
the small Central American countries, has had a powerful effect on 
Latin.Amerioa in general. Cliilf, which has heretofore profeHseil 
only a mild form of benevolfiil neutrality, seems on the point of fol- 
lowing Brazil '» example. Says the Diario lUustratdo of Santiago : 

"Pan- Americanism and the Monroe Doctrine have a deeper 
meaning tlian ever before. Hrazil has aeeiised (leniiaiiy of nets pre- 
judicial of Pau-Americanism. Today it is Brazil, and tomorrow oth- 
er nations will make the same charge. For the safeguarding of mari- 
time traffic several nations will otVcr faeilitites to the United States 
warships engaged in this work. Chile will be as friendly to the L'uit« 
ed States as Braeil and Uruguay." 

The official course of Argentina is still uncertain, but popular 
sympathy is admittedly in favor of support iiif? the I'liited States. 

It is evident that all Latin-America is now turning to this coun- 
try in sympathetic confidence, and recognising ns as a champion of 
their own liberties from wliom they have nothinf; to fear any every 
thing to gain. The old distrust is gone. Kven if a majority of the 
Latin republics do not actively join us in active warefare, we shall 
have the moral support and passive co-operation of nearly all of 
them. That is almost as valuable as active participation would be, 
while the war lasts, and a guaranatee of pleasant and profitable rel- 
ations after the war. 

Pan-America is at last ii rcnlity. All Ainericn is a moral tniit. 
The Western Hemisphere is wholly dedicated to demoeraey, and 
linited in spirit to maintain it.

"Sweden lost her liber- 
ties," says the .\Ii1h' IJiiynal, 'lieeaiise lier citizens wete so' 
scattered that they had no meiins of acting with each other.' 
It should be a constant injunction to the postmasters to 
convey newspapers free of all clmrjre for posfiifje. Tlicy are 
not only the vehicles of knowledge and iutcUigcuce, but 
the sentinels of the liberties of our country."

Ill planning for theae planting!, the 
ape<;lalista HUKgi'st, It Ib well at all 
tImcK, but especially this year, to 
concentrate efforts on the production 
of vegetables that have considerable 
food value and on those whioh may 
be stored In their natural condition, 
dried or canned for winter use. Late 
Irisli potatoes is one of tbe Important 
crops tbat can be grown on tbe freed 
ground. Navy beana furnish substan- 
tial food which la easily stored, and 
the present market prlcM make it 
worth while in aectlona wiiere they 
tbrlve, to replant apace from whioh 
>M'o]>H iiave been harvested, with this 
legume. 

Other vegetables having consider- 
able food value from which choice may 
be made for late plantings include 
froni which choice may be made for 
liiic plantings include sweet corn, 
sliiiig beans, late beets, turnips, to- 
iiatoca, aquash and pumpkina. Aa far 
north as northern New Jersey, aouth- 
.iaatem Pennsylvania, central Ohio, 
central Indiana, northern Illinois and 
jontral Iowa, sweet potatoes also may 
)c depended on to mature from plant- 
ih^^'s made aa late as June 10 on sandy 
land. 

Among the less nutritious veget- 
ables which may be planted in soil 
i i eed by early harvcats are late cab- 

iiane and cuoumbera. Winter onions, 
Tail lettuce and lall indiKlies also may 
planted late in the season. 
It is not eaaentlal, the apeclallste 
l oint out, to wait until all radiahes, 
iieads of lettuce and other early ma- 
turing plants arc removed before 
plaiilinK seeds or settlni; plants for 
moeeediiii; crops. Corn or beans, for 
example, may be started in spaces 
iiiado In radiali or lettuce rows, or be- 
I ween the rows. The radishes or let 
tuee will then be harvested before the 
liile planted crops need nil the 
■iroiind. Kiiually satisfactory results 
an be obtained from the combination 
of other early and late vegetables.
